RULES AND INSTRUCTIONS 


The Canadian Wheat Board will buy 
1939 wheat during the crop year 1939-40 
on the following basis: 


1. The sale of 5,000 bushels at the 
fixed price is the limit of benefit which 
any grower may derive from the Can- 
adion Wheat Board. In addition to buying 
from the grower, the Board may of course 
bry wheat from landlords, vendors, mort- 
gagees, or others entitled by contract or 
operation of law to wheat grown by a by haga 
ors clse. If any person from 
Board is entitled to buy wheat sells ieee 
than 5,000 bushels of wheat to the Board, 
wl :t grown on the same farm or group 
of “crms operated as a unit may be pur- 
chased by the d from ther 
Person fram whom 
to purchase wheat, but the Boar 
buy more than 5,000 bushels of wheat 
grown on any one farm or group of farms 
operated as a unit. Subject to such limi- 

tation the Board may buy more than 
5,000 bushels from a 1 ord, vendor, 
mortgagee or other person so entitled. 


ILLUSTRATION A—The Board may 
purchase from each wer-producer not 
more than 5,000 bushels of wheat grown 
by him in the crop year. 


ILLUSTRATION B—Where a grower 
prodncer sells 5,000 bushels of wheat 
grown on one farm or group of farms 
operated as a unit, the Board will not 
buy from any landlord, vendor, mortgagee 
or other person entitled as aforesaid any 
further wheat produced on such farm 
or group of farms, 


ILLUSTRATION C—Where there is a 
mortgage on the farm and the owner- 
grower sells to the Board 3,000 bushels 
of wheat grown on that farm, then the 
mortgagee can sell to the Board only 
lied ushels of wheat grown on that

ILLUSTRATION D—Where in such cir- 
cumstances there fs a landlord or a ven- 
dor, a8 well as @ mortgagee, the total 
sales of the landlord or vendor and mort- 
gagee can only be 2,000 bushels. 


ILLUSTRATION E—Where a mortgagee 
receives 2,000 bushels of wheat grown on 
each of 10 farms, and in each case the 
owner-grower sells 3,000 bushels or less 
to the Board, the Board may buy the 
whole 20,000 bushels from such mort- 
gagee.

“He Sought The Secrets Of The Pole— 
He Found The Secrets Of God.”

I know of no story more heroic, 
more inspiring, or more tragic than 
that of Captain Robert Falcon Scott; 
the secorid man to reach the South 
Pole. The tale of how Scott and 
two companions met tragic death 
on the Ross Ice Barrier still has the 
power to sway mankind. 

The news of Scott’s death reached 
England on & sunny afternoon in 
February, 1913. Crocuses were 
blooming in Regent Park. England 
was stunned as nothing else has 
stunned her since Nelson’s death at 
Trafalgar. 

Twenty-two years later, England 
dedicated a final memorial to Scott 
—a polar museum, the first polar 
museum in the world. Arctic ex- 
plorers from all over the earth 
gathered at its dedication, Across 
the front of the building runs a Lat- 
in inscri tion of Robert Scott. It 
says: e sought the secret of the 
Pole. He found the secrets of God.” 

Scott began his tragic dash for 
the South Pole in the Terra Nova, 
and from the moment the ship 
nosed her way into the icy water of 
the Circle, he was beset and be- 
devilied by bad luck.

At 
the end of the cruelest journey ever 
undertaken by man lay victory, lay 
the mysterious Pole, undisturbed 
since the Six Days of Creation — 
the Pole where nothing lives nor 
breathes, nor stirs—not even a wan- 
dering gull.

Scott and his two " companions 
staggered on. They no longer looked 
like men. Their noses, their fingers, 
their feet were brittle with cold. 
And on the nineteenth of February, 
1912, fifty days after they had left 
the Pole, they pitched camp for the 
last time. They had fuel enough to 
make two cups of tea apiece, and 
enough food to keep them alive for 
two more days. They thought they 
were saved—they were only eleven 
miles away from a depot of buried 
supplies With one terrible march 
they could inake it. 


Suddenly they were overwhelmed 
with tragedy. 

Down over the rim of the east 
roared a howling blizzard, a fury of 
wind so fierce, so sharp that it cut 
ridges in the ice. No creature on 
earth could face it and live. Scott 
and his men were held prisoners in 
their tent for eleven days while the 
blizzard raged and ‘snarled. Their 
supplies were exhausted. It was the 
end and they knew it. 

There was a way out—and easy 
way out. They had opium, a large 
quantity. of opium brought along for 
just such an emergency. A big dose 
of that and they could all lie down 
to pleasant dreams, never to wake 
again. 

But they ignored the drug. They 
resolved to facé death with the fine 
sportsmanship characteristic of old 

ngland.

smut 2nd ‘the root rot organisms that 
lie concealed on or in the surface lay- 
er of the seed, is one of the reasonable 
precautions every farmer should take 
against possible failure with his fall 
wheat crop, says W. A. McKenzie, 
soils chemist, Chatham, Ont. 

Everyone is acquainted with smut. 
In the summer it bécomes visible and 
the damage it does can to some ex- 
tent be estimated. But few people 
seem to realize, as yet, the serious 
annual toll taken by the root-rot or- 
ganisms. These worx underground, 
reducing the stand and sapping the 
vitality of much of the grain which 
does survive. Even on farms where 
this menace has not yet become ser- 
ious, it is good business to use pre- 
ventive measures. 

It is fortunate that modern meth- 
ods of control for both smut and root- 
rot have been so improved as to be 
very highly effective. The potent 
substances, ethyl mercury phosphate, 
now on the market, controls most of 
the grain smuts, including covered 
smut of wheat and also the root-rots. 
Considering that it is inexpensive and 
easy to apply, there seems little rea- 
son for neglecting this added protec- 
tion. 

This mercuric dust treatment may 
be applied days or even weeks ahead 
of seeding time and aids rather thar 
injures germination. This treatment 
is the result of long experimehtation 
and has been submitted to the most 
critical field tests. Today it stands 
far ahead of all other seed treatments.

Phosphate (phosphoric acid) is 
particularly important. Root. devel- 
opment, strength of straw, filling of 
grain and uniform maturity demand 
it. 

A fertilizer of the type of 2-12-€ 
provides a suitable: balance of supple- 
mentary plant food for this crop on 
loams and soils of more than average 
fertility. Higher phosphate fertiliz- 
ers, such as 2-16-6 or 0-16-6, are 
preferable on meny of the heavier soil 
types and areas notably deficient in 
phosphate. 

Fall wheat provides a desirable di- 
vision of work. It is a crop that can 
be sold for ready cash or used as part 
of the grain ration for most Classes 
of livestock. It is a good crop to re- 
tain in the rotation, and on many a 
Western Ontario farm, where extreme 
drought prevented the satisfactory de- 
velopment of, spring grain this year, 
fall wheat is likely to be the only pro- 
fitable cereal.

Immunity to a disease means that 
one will not contract that particular 
disease. -It implies resistance to the 
infection.

Rarely will 
the victim of any of these affections 
have the disease again. He has 
gained immunity.

Of these, smallpox vaccine is the 
oldest and one of the best examples | 
of the measures which will prevent 
disease. The vaccine against ty-| 
phoid is another. The former has} 


|been in use since 1796; the latter is 


comparatively new but it is -aramioge| 
ed to be effective. It is given in 
three doses at weekly intervals. 


Immunization against diphtheria is 
given by the use of toxoid. Toxoid 
consists of a minute quantity of the; 
toxin or poison of diphtheria with its | 
deadly qualities destroyed by a chem- | 
ical such as formaldehyde. It is given | 
at intervals of 3 weeks for three 
doses. The use of toxoid has worked 
a revolution in preventing the incid- 
ence of a malady which not s0 many 
years ago killed children by the thou- 
sands. About ten years ago Canada 
had 8,864 cases of diphtheria and 
about a thousand deaths each year. 
In 1937 the number of cases had been' 
cut to about 3,000 and the deaths to 
369 and many communities, year af- 
ter year, have no cases and no deaths 
from this affection. The change has 
been due to the use of toxoid. . In 
comparison England and Wales, in 
1937, had 61,862 cases of diphtheria 


jand nearly 3,000 deaths from this 


cause. It is fair to assume that if 
similar preventive measures had been 
in operation in England and Wales, 
the deathrate from diphtheria would 
have been, not almost 3,000, but only 
862! 


Scarlet fever immunization is less 
universally used. So far its use has 
been chiefly confined to institutions 
such as hospitals for the protection of 
nurses and attendants. Undoubtedly 
it, too, will soon come into general 
use.

Coconut Fruit Rocks 
1 cup currants 
1'cup raisins 
% cup water 
3% cups sifted flour 
2% teaspoons double-acting bak- 
ing, powder 
14 teaspoon salt 
1 cup butter or other shortening 
2 cups sugar 
2 eggs, unbeaten 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup shredded coconut. 
Add currants and raisins to water 
in top of double boiler. Place over 
boiling water, cover, and cook 20 
minutes. Sift flour once, measure, 
add baking powder and salt, and sift 
again. Cream butter, add sugar 
gradually, and cream together until 
light and fluffy. Add eggs, one at a 
time, beating thoroughly after each; 
then hot fruit mixture and remaining 
flour, stirring thoroughly after each 
addition. Add coconut. Drop from 
teaspoon on ungreased baking sheet. 
Bake in hot oven (425° F.) 10 to 12 
minutes ,or until done. Makes 6 doz- 
en cookies. 
Cottage Cheese Rennet Custard 
1 jar (12 0z.) cottage cheese 
1 pint milk (not canned or soft 
curd) 
1 package vanilla rennet powder 
Strained honey 
Distribute the cottage cheese among 
4 or 5 sherbet glasses. Make rennet 
custard according to directions on 
package. Then chill. Just before 
serving drop a spoonful of strained 
honey into the centre of each rennet 
custard. 


Spice Drop Surprise 
Rennet Custard 
% cup spiced gum drops (small) 

1 pint milk (not canned or soft 

curd) 

1 package vanilla rennet powder 
Drop 6 spiced gum drops, cut in 
half, into each of 4 or 5 sherbet 
glasses or custard cups. Warm milk 
slowly, stirring constantly, until luke- 
warm—not hot. Test a drop on in. 
side of wrist frequently. When com- 
fortably warm—i120° F., immediately 
remove from stove. Stir rennet pow- 
der into milk briskly until dissolved 
—not more than one minute. Pour 
at cnce, while still liquid, over the 
spiced gum drops. Do not move the 
glasses until firm—about 10 minutes. 
Then chill in ice box. Just before 
serving, garnish each rennet custard 
with a flower made by cutting a gum 
drop into petals and spreading them 
apart, and leaves made by quartering 
green gum drops. (For a children’s 
party, these might be set on a mirror- 
tray to reflect the vari-colored gum 
drops lying at the bottom of each 
cup).
